Over Fifty Years of Lite Saving Work 
—Made More Than Four Hundred 
Rescues — Visited Thousands of 
Wrecke—Stirring Incidents In Busy 
Life—Ships on the Dreaded Good- 
win Sands. 


On she roll of lifeboat heroes the 
name of Mr, Richard Roberts, the re- 
tiring coxswain of the Deal lifeboat, 
occupies a foremost place. 

Deal boatmen have gain a niche in 
the temple of fame and a unique repu- 
tation for their heroic rescues and 
their triumphs over all the terrors of 
the dreaded Goodwin Sands. 

In helping to make this record Dick 
Roberts has played a leading part. A 
press representative found him at the 
Seamen’s Mission hall, a man slight 
of stature, but very wiry, or as he 
hiintwelf ékpre&sed it. “hard as nails,” 
and like all true heroes modest and 
unassuming. 

Born at on,@ night whe the 
wind was blowing a heavy gale, in 
December, 1838, it was perhaps hard- 
ly to be wondered at that Mr. Roberts 
has passed the greater part of his life 
on the water. 

“T knocked about the North Sea 
in a fishing boat when I was thir- 
teen,’”’ he said, “and after that served 
my time before the mast between 
London and Melbourne for four years. 

“In ’54 I should have deen in the 
Navy, fighting against the Russians. 
There was a call for powder-boys, and 
I volunteered. But,” and a tinge of 
regret crept into his voice, “I wasn’t 
big enough. 

Deal's First Lifeboat. 

“The first lifeboat in Deal was the 
Van Cook; that was in 1865. I was 
appointed assistant coxswain, and we 
very soon found out what she was 
made of. 

“Tt was in February, 1865, ope ter- 
rible stormy night, when we saw in 
the rifts of the storm a full-rigged 


ship on the Geodwins. She was the 
Iron Crown, a tea clipper. The life- 
boat bejl was ,scon’ ringing, a crew 
quickly ‘volunteeréd, and the new boat 
launched. Wilds and I were steer- 
ing. After a time we anchored, and 
drifted to the wreck, ower which the 
seas were breaking. We saved all on 
board—thirty in number—and, with 
the help of the tugs, the vessel was 
saved as well.” 

This gallant deed was the foreran- 
ner of a long and splendid series of 
rescues, no fewer than 441 lives hav- 
ing been saved. from fifty-six vessels 
by the lifeboat in which Roberts has 
been coxswain, for over 20 years, and 
assistant coxswain before that. If 
one reckons the lives in the vessels 
which have been assisted into safety 
the total number mounts up to about 
600. 


Continuing his interesting narrative, 
he said: ‘““We have been stranded on 
the Goodwins several. times. One 
night we had saved some people when 
we were blown on to the treacherous 

ids, and had to stay there for six 

onrs. But we knew we could get 
off when the tidé turned. 
“Saves My Father!"

“One night,—I forget when it wae— 
we brad rescued the captain, his wife, 
and the crew of a Swedish barque 
that was wrecked in Pegwell Bey in 
a terrible hurricane. That same night 
we took the crew off ‘4 Franch brig. 
iwtiich went to pieogs: just ards, 

“TI don’t know how we saved them. 
Onr boat was stove in, and it was 
only thy air-chambers that kept us 
afloat. 

“We have never left a man behind 
alive,” continued Dick Roberts, with 
separa pride. “Unfortunately, we 
ost one of our ewan boatmen—not one 
of the lifeboat crew—who went out 
in his boat to h ib, the rescue of 
a foreign schooner, loaded with wheat. 
This was about 23 years ago. - 

“It was in November, 1891, duri 
a terrible gale, that two luggers wen' 
ping hs help a vessel in distress, But 
such was the fury of the gale, and so 
mountainous was the sea, that the 
luggers were themselves overpowered 
and had te anchor for safety.

Passing of Scotland Yard. 

Old. Scotland Yard, for nearly a 
hundred years the headquarters of 
the London police, is about to dis- 
appear to mak way for the construc- 
tion.of a.grand new thoroughfare ex- 
tending from Whitechapel to North- 
umberland avenue, and with it one 
of the. most familiar landmarks of the 
British metropolis—a landmark en- 
joying a world-wide celebrity — ‘will 
vanish, says an English press corre- 
spondent. It owes its name to ‘the 
fact that its.site was formerly o¢cu- 
pied by a splendid palace, built for 
the reception of -the Scottish mon- 
archs when they visited London to 
do homage to the kings of England 
for their fiefs in Cumberland and 
Westmoreland.

allowed the palace, after the death of 
his sister, to fall into decay. In the 
reign of Elizabeth it had become a 
ruin, and after the union of the 
Scotch and English crown it was dijs- 
mantled. Thereupon it’ was conyert- 
ed into the site of certain Govern- 
ment offices and residences.

THE CHILTFEN HUNDREDS. 


Hiow Members of British Parliament 
Resign Their Seats. 


“Mr. Edward Blake, M.P. for 
South Longford, has applied for the 
stewardship of the Chiltern Hun- 
dreds.”’—-Cable Despatch. 

What are the Chiltern Hundreds? 

Government is full of ‘‘make_ be- 
lieves,’’ especially in Great Britain. 
One of the “amiable traditions” of, 
the British .system is that a member. 
of Parliament cannot resign hig seat. 
But aithough he.is not allowed to re- 
sign, he may nevertheless retire from 
Parliament at hts pleasure. The thing 
is easy; he merely asks to be ap- 
pointed steward of the Chiltern Hun-' 
dreds. It is the theory of the British 
Constitution that when a member of 
Parliament accepts office under the! 
Crown, he must obtain the consent 
of his constituents. Thus his seat ia 
vacated ; and he must be elected again 
after his appointment if be wishes t« 
accept the new office. 

A member who wishes to retire 
from Parliar ent applies for this nom- 
inal office of steward of the Chiltern 
Hundreds, is appointed, thereby va- 
cates his seat, and then immediately 
resigns his stewardship, so that the 
situation is open for the next mem-' 
ber who wishes to retire. It is inter- 
esting to note how the custom was 
perpetuated. a 

A eréwn steward is custodian of 
one of the manors, hundreds. or hon- 
ors belonging to the royal demesne. 
The manors were Anglo-Saxon town- 
ships, and hundreds were collections 
of townships within a given shire, 
The abuses perpetrated by these stew- 
ards led to the reduction of their 
numbers, until finally, under Charles 
IT,, nearly all the stewardships were 
abolished. 

One of the few crown stewardships 
which suryived was that of the three 
hundreds of Chiltern, in the County 


of Bucks. Through this region pass 
the Chiltern Hi!ls. From the earliest 
Norman times this property has been 
“in the hands of the Lord the King.’ 

In 1750, the constitutional fiction 
here noted above came into practice. 


In that lyear the stewardship of the 
Chiltern Hundreds was conferred up 
on John Pitt, M.P., solely that he 
might vacate his seat. It has been 
constantly in use for that purpose ever 
since, and the stewardships of the 
other Crown manors have been ap- 
plied in the same way at various 
times. 

It ‘is a disputed question whether 
the stewardship can be refused ta any 
applicant, although it was refused to 
one meniber in the last century. 


DOMINION OF WEW ZEALAND. 


Change of Name Cause of General 
Satisfaction. 


“The announcement which was 
made at the opening of the New Zea- 


land Parliament, that the Home Gov~ 


ernment had consented to advise the 
King to raise the status of the colony 
to that of a dominion. should the New 
Zealand Parliament pass a resolution 
to that effect, will received with 
general satisfaction in the Empire,” 
says The London Standard, “In the 
Act of July 9, 1900, constituting the 
Australian Commonwealth, provision 
was made for the incorporation of 
New Zealand. The suggestion was not 
regarded with favor.by New Zealand 
and there is now, of course, no longer 
any chance of its adoption. The 
Dominion of Canada was constituted 
when the Upper and Lower Provinces 
were united in 1867. Representative 
Government was granted to Nova Sco- 
tia in 1753, to New Brunswick in 1785, 
and in 1791 to Upper Canada, which 
inoluded the country above Mont- 
veal and to the original French col- 
ony, which was reconstituted by the 
name of Lower Canada. Responsible 
Government was granted to the North.

Many Japs Killed by Fire, 

Boston, Uct. 4.—The great fire whick 
recently destroyed four-fifths of the city 
of Hakodate, the capital and metropolis 
of Kokkaido, Japan, was a greater cal- 
amity to the empire than the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake was to the United 
States, according to an account of the 
conflagration received by the Rev. James 
L. Barton, secretary of the American 
Board of Commissioners for foreign 
missions, whose headquarters are in this 
city. 

Rev. Mr. Barton received a detailed 
statement from the board's representa 
tive in Hokkaido, Rev. Geo. M. Rowland 
states that 300 persons lost their lives in 
the fire. 

Thirteen thousand buildings, compris- 
ing four-fifths-of the city, Were reduced 
to ashes and 45,000 persons are shelter- 
leas, with the severity of winter ap 
proaching. 

The business section of the city with 
all public buildings and thousands of 
dwellings were obliterated. So rapidly 
did the flames spread that many persons 
were unable to escape. Practically all 
the Christian missions and houses of 
Americans and Europeans were burned. 
Accorcing to the census of 189§ Hako- 
date had a Population of 78,040.

TO SAVE SUBMARINE CREWSS 


Naval Officers Invent Helmet to Avoid 
Under Water Tragedies. 


Crews of submarines have hitherto 
«undertaken their duty with the un- 
pleasant ‘consciousness that if dis- 
aster bef@ll the vessel their chances 
of escape,were slight in the extreme. 
It is so no longer. 

Commanéer 8. 8. Hall, of the sub 
marine service, and Staff Surgton Os- 
wald Rees, of H.M.8. Mercury, have 
invented an apparatus to enable the 
crew of a submarine to escape from 
their wrecked vessel. How the new 
life-saver works was shown at a re- 
cent demonstration at the premises of 
Messrs. Siebe, Gorman & Co., Limit- 
ed, submarine engineers to the Ad- 
miralty, when the experiment was 
made of sending a man down about 
fifteen feet of water in a tank and 
seeing him rise safely, 

The guests were invited to imagine 
at the outset that a submarine had 
had a hole made in her, and was 
filling with water. Three problems 
have to be solved. The first is tosave 
the crew from the effects of poisonous 
gases generated by the salt water gain- 
ing access to the electrical storage 
batteries; the second, to save thelcrew 
from drowning in the vessel; the 
third, to enable the crew to get out 
and rise to the surface. 

To meet these conditions a special 
form of diving helmet has been de- 
signed. The air in the apparatus can 
be used over and over again, the car- 
bonic acid gas of the respired air 
being absorbed by a special substance 
called oxylithe, which also restores 


to the air the requisite amount of ; 


oxygen, and renders it again fit for 
breathing. When an accident occurs 
the men in the submarine can each 
put on the dress in half a minute. 
Each is completely protected from 
the poisonous gases which may -be 
generated in the boat; the chief of 
these is chlorine. 

In the construction of a submarine 
arrangements are made enabling the 
crew to open the hatch of the conning 
tower in all conditions, so as to, try 
and reach the surface. Once there, 
the dress acts as a lifebuoy until the 
«men are picked up. In any circum- 
stances they are assured of living ‘by 
the aid of this dress for eighty min- 
utes. 

A satisfactory test of the appliance 
can, of course, only be got in the un- 
happy event of an accident to a sub- 
marine vessel whose crew are equip- 
ped with it. At present the apparatus 
is being “considered” by the authori- 
ties. 


Improvements at Windsor. 

Among the many agreeable innova- 
tions introduced by King Edward at 
Windsor Castle during the last twelve 
months is the provision of a billiard- 
room and_ conversafional annex, 
which adjoin the library, As is gen- 
erally known, the royalties always 
breakfast and lunch in private, and 
as a rule do not meet their guests 
staying at the castle until the dinner 
hour, unless they happen to send for 
them specially.

In fact, the 
only thing lacking are some tape ma- 
chines conveying the news of the day 
in order to complete the impression 
of the guests that they are at their 
club in Pall Mall instead of under 
the rooftree of King Edward at Wind- 
sor,

There is no means of procuring fresh 
water on the island exeept by saving 
rainwater in resetvoirs. A nurtiber of 
wells have beén bored under the su- 
pervision of the Dutch governnient, to 
which it belongs, but each ended in a 
failure. 

A curious statement regarding these 
borings is made by the inhabitants of 
the island. They saw that in ench 
and every case after a certain depth 


was reached the tools dropped out of | 


sight, indicating that there is no solid 
foundation to the island... The borings 
were made In low placés and through 
hills and in. about thirty different 
places, each with the same altimate 
result. A few wells have been dug 
to a lesser depth and brackish, un- 
pleasant tasting water is obtained, fit 
only for manufacturing ptrposes,

Every- 
one in America reads the newspapers, 
—not one but many. When a sensa-, 
tional case arises, like that of Nan 
Patterson or Thaw, the papers deal 
with the whole matter in the minut, 
est detatt long before the case is call- 
ed. The result of this is that it is al- 
most impossible to get together twelve 
intelligent men who have not studied. 
the case and reached 2 judgment un- 
fitting them for service as jurors. Flow 
different here in England! This case; 
had all the elements of sensation, yet 
the jury was selected in exactly three 
minutes. There may have been a 
great crush of the public to obtain. 
admittance, but I saw no evidence’ 
of it. I saw no sketch artists. In 
fact I could not distinguish whether 
any reporters were present. In my 
opinion the only way to meet the 
jury problem in the United States 
is to permit the presiding Magistrate 
to select the jury, with, of course, 
the advice of the counsel in the case.”’.

How was it 
possible for a man to do his work and, 
preach his sermons when weighed: 
down by a terrible cross he was never 
meant to bear? Such a state of things’ 
led to what they might call “the 
new simony,” because, instead of get- 
ting the best man for the post in the 
Church, it led to the asking of the 
question, “Has he any, private 
means?’”’

net income was £19, and in one of 
1,100 the yearly income was £53.

The Sun, the Moon and the Tides. 

Most persons suppose that the moon 
alone is responsible for the phenome- 
non of tides, but the attraction of the 
sun is also an important factor.

Oue jof the ear ‘est records fn his- 
tory of a prayer 'efore battle fs that 
of Childeric, king of Gaul, a pagan. 
who before going Itito’ battle at Zwel- 
pich, lsowe 400 cate after Christ, 
prayed to the God of the Christians to 
help him to victory. His foe was At- 


‘tin. King of the Huns, and Childerie 


vowed If God would give him the vic- 
tory he would embrace the Christian 
faith 

The prayer of n Hungarian officer 
before ove of the battles fought for the 
independence of Hungary in 1849 was 
as follows: “I will not ask thee, Lord, 
to help us, anti | know thou wilt not 
help the Anstrians, but {f thou wilt sit 
on yonder hill thou shalt not be asham- 
ed of thy children.” This was the 
prayer of the “Fighting Bishop” Les- 
lie before one of the battles fought tn 
Ireland: “O God. for our toworthiness 
we are not fit to claim thy help, but 
if we are bad our enemies are worse, 
and If thou seest not meet to help us 
we pray thee he!p them not, but stand 


the arin of the flesh.” 

The one offered “before the battle of 
Edgehill by Sir Jacob Astley was, 
“Thou knowest. O Lord. that 1 shall 
be very busy this day, and if I forget 
thee forget thou not me.” and then the 
command followed, “March on, boys!” 
As King Edward advanced with his 
columus to Bannockburn he remarked 
to his alds. seeiug the Scotch on their 
knees: “See. they kneel. The rebels 
are asking pardon.” D'Umpbraville 
was heard to remark: ‘‘Yes, but it Is to 
the King of kings. These men conquer 
or die on this field.” 

Oliver Cromwell bad public prayers 
before going to battle un several occa- 
sions, as, for instance, previous to the 
battle of Dunbar. It is a curious fact 
that the English prayer book contains 
prayers, or at least one prayer, to be 
said before going into action at sea, 
while nothing Is provided for use be- 
fore engagements on land. 


OLD BIRDS’ NESTS. 


Many Feathered Creatures Use the 
Same Ones Year After Year. 

“That common expression for worth- 
lessness, ‘It has no more value than 
a last year's bird's nest,” said a bird 
fancier, “is often far from correct. 
The majority of our birds do leave 
their nests after raising a brood, but 
many do not, and their nests are used 
through a succession of years. I have 
known some birds to use their nests 
ten years in succession, and 80 per- 
sistent are they that many times the 
femerie will return even after the nest 
has been robbed and the mate killed. 
Among these users of perennial nests 
are the wrens, some of the swallow 
family, bluebirds, great crested fiy- 
catchers, some of the owls. exgles, 
chickadees and some woodpeckers. 

“They repair to the nest each ‘year 
A little wren 
has made its nest in a holé in a tree In 
my garden and has occupied it for the 
last eight years. Each year it has piled 
on uew stuff till the hole is almost fill- 
ed up. Some say that as soon as It be- 
comes crowded the birds will clean it 
‘out. I knotv of nh bluebird’s nest that 
has been occupied fér several years. It 
is the same female year after year, for 
she las two black wing feathers and 
is lame. 

“Birds that build in exposed situa- 
tions, Hke hanghirds, always build 
nnew each season, and some others 
build anew for every brood. Some nev- 
er build. They either lay In the nests 
of otber birds or in the sand. The 
eagle and the ow! make a framework 
of sticks ‘and slight repairs ave needed. 
Many birds’ nests that you find bave 
never been used. For Instance, tbe 
marsh wren builds several with the 
idea that in the case of disturbance 
the male will attract attention to the 
nests other than that In which the fe- 
male is brooding and so shield her from 
enemies.”
